F Lowe was cared for by his mother as long as she was living and able to do so, but for the past five years he 
has been a ward of Polk County. 

_* About the only thing Arthritis didn't deprive John of, was his «courage. With the help of interested Polk Countians 
he learned to operate a rig, and to read and write Braille, Armed with this doorway, he fought his way out of the con- 
fines of a hospital room and immobility to become a member of Polk County Civil Defense Radio Network. 

In January of 1963, a noted Orlando Orthopedic surgeon expresued confidence that a series of operations could

Guide For Beginners 
In Traffic Work 


Handling oi messages is best 


accomplished in organized 
"nets", I.E., groups of sta- 
tions meeting at scheduled 


times on specific frequencies. 
The organizatior of Nets spon- 
sored by the ARRL is known 
as the National Traffic System 
(NTS) and is made up of Sec- 
tion nets covering each ARRL 
section; regional nets consist- 
ing of representatives from 
the local sections in the region; 
and AREA nets made up of rep- 
resentatives from the Region 
nets, 


Under this system, the Flor- ~ 


ida Netfarbitrarily designated 

QFN) meets on 3651 KCs at 

2330z and 0300z (6:30 and 10:00 
P.M. EST) uas.y au is the 
ccmmon meeting ground for all 
Florida CW traffic handlers 
from both the Eastern and 
Western Florida Sections. 

Since Eastern Florida is in 
the Fourth region and Western 
Florida is in the Fifth region, 
QFN must send representatives 
to each of these Regional nets. 
In QFN, traffic for destinations 
in Florida is routea to the near- 
est station for delivery. Traf- 
ficfor out of state destinations 
is transmitted to the 4RN or 

RN5 representative, depending 
on where it is going. Generally 
speaking, traffic for Alabama, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Indiana, 


Wisconsin and pointr west 
snould move tnrough UNS, 


Cther traffic goes through 4RN. 

To expedite the transmission 
of instructions and information 
in the net, a system of "'Q" 
signals is used, as shown in 
appendix A. The net is called 
to order by the NCS (Net Con- 
trol Station), requesting all 
stations to qero beat his fre- 
quency (QNZ) and report ac- 
cording tothe system designat- 
ed by the appropriate Q signal. 
When reporting into the net, 
you should list your traffic by 
destinations if going to points 
in Florida, and by either 4RN 
or RN5 if going out of state. 


(Example: W4NCS ade WA4XYZ 
QTC1Miami, 2 Tampa, 1 RN5, 
24RN AR). After acknowledge - 
ment by the NCS, wait for his 
further instructions. He will 
probably direct youto move off 
frequency with some other 
frequency with some other sta- 
tion to transmit your traffic. 
He may alsodirect you to move 
with some other station and 


receive traffic for your local- 
ity for delivery. 

Becoming apart of the mach- 
ine that performs this public 
service on behalf of amateur 
radio can be a lot of fun. The 
above outline covers very 
briefly how a net works and 
what the National Traffic Sys - 
tem is. With this as a start, 
much more can be learned by 
actual participation. A few 
"do's'' and "don't's" will help. 
Always zero beat the NCS - 
and we mean ZERO, not just 
within a KC or two, Use full 
break-in operation if possible. 
Most all good traffic men have 
their stations lined up for ful) 
break-in. Avo8 
break-in. Avoid unnecessary 
explanations 4nd superfluous 
remarks on the net, When sent 
off frequency to handle traffic, 
dosopromptly and get back « 
the net frequency as soon a 
possible, Learn the meaning 
of the Q signals so that when 
you hear them you will know 
whatis going on, and wnen they 
are directed to you, you will 
know what is expected of you. 
Use the standard ARRL mes- 
sage form in sending traffic 
and senditinthe proper order. 
Always check your messages; 
accuracy counts and that 
one way of insuring it. Befor. 
making any transmissions on 
the net, such as to QNI after 
being sent off frequency, al- 
ways be sure that you are not 
interrupting something that is 
going on. Listen first. Don't 
leave the net without permis - 
sion from the NCS. There is 
nothing so frustrating to the 
NCS as to have a station QNI 
and then disappear. Listen to 
the more experienced opera- 
tors and emulate their methods 
of operation. 


At the end of each month, the 
amount of traffic handled should 
be reportea to une SCM, brok- 
en down by number of messages 
originated, received, relayed 
and delivered. A message re- 
ceived by radioand later relay- 
ed counts as one received and 
one relayed. A message origi- 
nated counts as one - a mes- 
sage received by radiofor your- 
self counts only as one receiv- 
ed but, if delivered to some- 
one else in the same town by 
phone or mail, it also counts 
as one delivered. Your SCM 
will list your traffic in QST 
with others in the Section.

Keeping A 
Club Alive 


Sharing our interests and 
experiences with other 
hams is one of the greatest 
pleasures of amateur radio, 
Much of this will be done 
on the air, but there are 
worthy projects and ven- 
tures that require personal 
contact, Clubs organized 
on a local scale can unite 
hams and accomplish many 
things otherwise impos- 
sible. 

Most of us have had ex- 
perience with clubs that 
started out with a bang, bat 
folded up after only a few 
meetings. This is to be 
lamented, for clubs can 
well serve the interests of 
its members. 

Here are some suggestions 
drawn from _ observation 
that can help you to keep 
your club alive. 

Monthly or semi-monthly 
meetings usually work out 
better than weekly, but be 
sure members are kept a- 
ware of the meeting time. 

There must be something 
at each meeting to make it 
wortn attending, one meet- 
ing dominated by an hour 
of detailed business and 
haggling is worse for a club 
than a tornado striking the 
meeting place. 

A club must have good 
leadership. A person who 
is popular or a big man-on- 
the-band may not be the 
best choice for president, 
Ability toconduct an order- 
ly meeting, to secure co- 
operation, and to plan a- 
head are minimum require- 
ments. 

Meetings must be conduct- 
ed in an orderly manner. 
Roll taking and the like can 
be done silently by the 
secretary. Either too much 
or too little parliamentary 
procedure is dangerous. 
Too much stifles discus- 
sion. Too little lets one 
person dominate. Most 
hams prefera rather infor- 
mal atmosphere, but if 
this goes too far some ref- 
ugee from a rag chewers 
net hogs the show every 
time. 

Keep the business part 
of the meeting brief. Most 
of the details of proposals 
can be worked out by the 
committee before the meet- 
ing. There should be time 


for discussion, but members 
should know they are free 
to make suggestions to the 
committee before the meet- 
ing. 

Committees should con- 
sist of people who can get 
things done, this kind of 
Organization will prevent 
tedious sessions that wreck 
more clubs than anything. 

The foregoing will serve 
mainly tokeep the club from 
committing suicide. Now, 
how about making it worth 
keeping alive. Here are 
two important ingredients. 

First, the programs must 
be interesting. What is 
considered to be interest- 
ing will not be the same for 
everyone and this item will 
demand real ingenuity on 
the part of the program 
vice-president and his as- 
sistants. Technical lectur- 
ers are hard to find in most 
instances and expensive in 
others. Some alternatives 
are: a panel of persons 
who have experience in 
handling interference, gen- 
eral discussion of problems 
associated with mobile 
work, explanation of new 
circuit twists by member, 
book reviews by member

with a technical turn, and

Second, get a club project 
going that most members 
can take an active part in. 
Isawa victure of one group 
thathad all built transceiv- 
ers from scratch. A really 
good club station built out 
of materials donated by 
members could be used for 
experiments suchas OSCAR 
tracking, propagation stud- 
ies, and satellite and moon 
signals.

FCC referred him to AREA 
member Ray E, Meyers, W6- 
MLZ, who writes a weekly 
column on "Ham Radio" for 
LA's largest evening news- 
paper, the Herald-Examuiner, 
Meyers learned that Mr, Gib- 
son had contacted FAA, the 
State Department, and all the 
major news services to assist 
in locating the whereabouts of 
the plane. 

Meyers in turn contacted 
AREA member Andy Clark W4- 
IYT, who is editor of the 
"Florida Skip", ARRL's Sec- 
tion Emergency Coordinator, 
and an operator with the Aero- 
nautical Radioin Miami, With- 
in hours Andy had word back 
to Ray that the plane had touch- 
eddown in Panama, and trac- 
editfrom thereto Barranquil- 
la, and Maracaibo, 

Then, for a period of a few 
days, noinformation was forth- 
coming due to the fact the 
plane, flying under visual 
flight rules, was not posted 
on the tracking boards at the 
air traffic centers at Trinidad, 
Miaquepia, Maracaibo, Para 
Maribo, and Belem.

spots, The general opinion is 

that 28 mc is useless, and

Work up some regular skeds 

with stations at various dis- 
tances, Make the contact (if 
you can!) every day at the 
same time. Try different an- 
tenna designs--or even dif- 
ferent antenna designs---or 
even different antennas on the 
same sked, Most important 
of all--keep an accurate re- 
cord of the results! You may 
just prove that 10 and 15 are 
"dead''--justas everyone says 

--Or you may prove that with 
certain antennas, or with some 
special technique, or at cer- 
tain times these bands are 
"wide open'!! 

Work over that modulator--- 
find ways to get every watt of 
audio working--use band pass 
filters to cut the audio range 
to nothing but "talk usefulness" 
--the rig has no resale value 
anyway, so don't be afraid to 
"chop into it''. Do the same to 
the receiver---maybe a few 
dollars and a couple of weeks 
will bring it five years closer 
to an “up to date" box---but 
keep a record! One simple 
trick you use to solve a prob- 
lem may end up being a mil- 
lion dollar idea when it is re- 
fined by the egg-heads! 

Perhaps you have a good rig 
of late design---ssb with the 
"works", Whip up a set of 
"converters" and put it on 
220 mc--or higher. Dream up 
a new antenna. Maybe a good 
nightmare. If and when it 
works, keep a record! --and 
let the egg-heads figure out 
the why. (They will!) 

For the "kitchen table" work- 
shop, testequipment is a good 
project. Most ham stations of 
today are practically bare of 
test equipment. 

Convert one of these three 
buck transistor receivers to 
a 2 meter pocket portable--- 
from here it's only a step to 
transistor transmitter! ---and 
perhaps a practical ''fold-up 
& telescope" pocket portable 
beam.

Regulations 


"The following amateur 
regulations are published 
for your information and 
guidance, Read them care- 
fully please, "' 

12.60 Limitations on an- 
tenna structures. (a)* No 
new antenna structure shall 
be erected for use by any 
station inthe Amateur Radio 
Service, and no change 
shall be made in any exist- 
ing antenna structure used 
or intended to be used by 
any station in the Amateur 
Radio Service so as to in- 
crease its overall height 
above ground level, without 
prior approval by the Com- 
mission, in any case when 
either (l)the antenna struc- 
ture proposed to be erected 
will exceed an overall height 
of 170 feet above ground 
level, except where the an- 
tenna is mounted onan exist- 
ing man-made structure 
other thanan antenna struc- 
ture and does not increase 
the overall height of such 
man-made structure by 
more than 20 feet, or (2) 
the antenna structure pro- 
posed tobe erected will ex- 
ceed an overall height of 
one foot above the establish- 
ed airport (landing area) 
elevation for each 200 feet 
of distance, or fraction 
thereof, from the nearest 
boundary of such landing 
area, except where the an- 
tenna does not exceed 20 
feet above the ground or if 
the antenna structure or 
natural formation and does 
not increase the overall 
height of such man-made 
structure or natural forma- 
tion by more than 20 feet 
as a result of such mount- 
ing. 

Application for Commis- 
sion approval, when such 
approval is required, shall 
be submitted on FCC Form 
401-A (revised), in tripli- 
cate.

W.D. TERRELL RECEIVES MARCONI MEDAL 
Special release for FLORIDA SKIP 


The Veteran Wireless Operators Association has awarded the Marconi Memorial Gold Medal of Achievement “o 
Mr. William D. Terrell, former head of tae Field Engineering Bureau of the Federal Communications Commission. 
Mr. Terrell, who retired trom the FCC in 1943, is now residing in Miami. 

This award, ‘in recognition of Mr. Terrell's progressive achievement and dedicated service to Government 
Radio Regulation, goes to one of the "Grand Old Men" of radio. Mr. Terrell was the first 'Radio Inspector", and 
assuming this’ position in 1911. He continued with Government service, in radio regulation and field inspection, until 
his retirement. During this entire period he was at the helm of the field radio inspection activities, under the De- 
partment of Commerce. the Federal Radio Comnission, and finally the Federal Communications Commission, He 
has observed, and assisted in the guidance of radio, and its regulation, from its infancy to the present complex e, 
state of the art. , 

Mr. Terrell has received nany honors from the Governinent and from radio-oriented organizations, one being 
from the ARRL upon the occasion of his ret.re:nent.
